Senate Dems block action on Obama’s trade agenda

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen¬ 
ate Democrats dealt Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama a 
stinging setback on trade 
Tuesday, blocking efforts to 


begin a full-blown debate 
on a top priority of his sec¬ 
ond term. 

The president’s supporters 
said they will try again, and 
Obama summoned key 
Democrats to the White 


House to discuss possible 
strategies. One possibility 
was to drop a contentious 
issue dealing with countries 
that manipulate their cur¬ 
rency, but it was unclear 
whether that would resolve 


the impasse. 

What was clear, however, 
was that Obama suffered 
a rebuke from his own par¬ 
ty, led by some who served 
with him in the Senate. 

Only one Senate Dema- 


crat, Tom Carper, voted 
for a Republican-drafted 
motion to start considering 
Obama's request far “fast 
track" trade authority.

Nepalese Army soldiers 
went missing during a mis¬ 
sion in Nepal delivering aid 
to earthquake victims, U.S. 
detense officials said Tues¬ 
day, but so for there hove 
been no indications that 
the aircraft crashed. 

U.S. Army Col. Steve War¬ 
ren said an Indian helicop¬ 
ter in the air nearby at the 
time heard radio chatter 
from the Marine aircraft 
about a possible fuel prob¬ 
lem. He said the Huey, car¬ 
rying tarps and rice, had 
dropped off supplies in one 
location and was en route 
to a second site when con¬ 
tact was lost. He said offi- 


Navy Capt. Chris Sims says 
the Huey was conducting 
disaster relief operations 
near Charikot, Nepal, on 
Tuesday. 

Warren said a Nepalese air 
brigade unit had seen the 
Huey, so Marines in V-22 
Osprey aircraft searched 
near that last known loca¬ 
tion for about 90 minute 
but found nothing. Be¬ 
cause it’s now dark, mem¬ 
bers of the Nepalese Army 
are conducting the search 
on foot. Warren said they 
are moving toward the 
second aid location to see 
if the helicopter landed 
near there. 


Because of the rugged 
mountainous terrain, the 
helicopter could have 
landed in a low area but 
the Marines may not be 
able to get a beacon or 
radio signal out, Warren 
said. He added that U.S. 


airborne para-rescue forc¬ 
es have rehearsed rescue 
missions, and are ready to 
go if needed. 

The aircraft is part of Ma¬ 
rine Light Attack Helicop¬ 
ter Squadron 469, and the 
incident is under investiga¬ 


tion. 

There are about 300 U.S. 
troops in Nepal assisting 
with the rescue mission, us¬ 
ing a variety of aircraft in¬ 
cluding three Hueys, four 
Ospreys and several cargo 
planes.Q

Proponents needed 60 
votes to thwart a Demo¬ 
cratic filibuster, but man¬ 
aged only 52 in the 
100-member Senate. 
Tuesday’s vote highlighted 
the deep divide between 
Obama and the many 
congressional Democrats 
who say such trade deals 
hurt U.S. jobs. Leading the 
fight against fast track ore 
labor unions and liberal 
groups, which are crucial 
to many Democrats' elec¬ 
tions. 

Most Republican lawmak¬ 
ers support free-trade 
agreements. They were in 
the strange position Tues¬ 
day of losing a vote but 
seeing the Democratic 
president take the blame. 
“It is the president’s party,” 


said Republican Sen. Orrin 
Hatch of Utah. “It’s amaz¬ 
ing to me that they would 
do this to the president on 
a bill of this magnitude.” 
Sen. John Thune, a Repub¬ 
lican, said Democrats were 
“throwing their own presi¬ 
dent under the bus.” Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, a Republican, 
called the results “pretty 
shocking,” but he said the 
“door remains open” for 
trade legislation. 
Democratic Sen. Bill Nelson 
took a darker view, how¬ 
ever. “Maybe what Mc¬ 
Connell really wants to do 
is embarrass the president,” 
he said, referring fo Mc¬ 
Connell's refusal to grant 
Democrats’ demands 
about assembling the legis¬ 
lative trade package. 
Several Democrats said 
Obama erred last week¬ 
end by pointedly criticiz¬ 
ing a leading Democratic 
foe on frade. Sen. Elizabefh 
Warren, in an interview 
with Yahoo News. He sug¬ 
gested Warren was poorly 
informed and politically 
motivated. 

Sen. Sherrod Brown, an¬ 
other strong opponent on 
trade, told reporters that 
Obama “was disrespect¬ 
ful to her by the way he 
did that,” and “made this 
more personal than he 
needed to.” Brown said he 
suspects Obama regrets 
the remarks. 

The administration had 
planned to invite Senate 
Democrats to the White 
House on Monday to dis¬ 
cuss trade, but it canceled 
the event, citing conflicts 
with a Senate vote on an¬ 


other matter. 

Shortly before the Sen¬ 
ate roll call began. White 
House spokesman Josh Ear¬ 
nest said some Democrats 
would vote against Tues¬ 
day’s procedural motion 
but ultimately support fast 
track for the president 
Numerous Senate Demo¬ 
crats said they would back 
tost track only if Repub¬ 
lican leaders cleared a 
path for three other trade 
measures. 

One, to renew the African 
Growth and Opportunity 
Act, is uncontroversial. 

The second calls for Trade 
Adjustment Assistance, 
which provides federal aid 
to workers displaced by 
trade agreements. Repub¬ 
licans don’t like it, but re¬ 
luctantly acknowledge it’s 
the price for winning even 
modest Democratic sup¬ 
port. 

The third bill, involving 
Customs enforcement, is 
the stickiest. It includes a 
measure to take actions 
against countries that keep 
their currency artificially 
low, which makes their ex¬ 
ports more attractive. The 
Obama administration op¬ 
poses “currency manipula¬ 
tion” measures, saying they 
could invite international 
challenges to the Federal 
Reserve’s policies meant to 
boost the U.S. economy. 
McConnell said that only 
two of fhe bills — fasf track 
and Trade Adjustment As¬ 
sistance — would be the 
subject of initial votes, but 
senators would have am¬ 
ple chances to address the 
other two bills during the 
amendment process.Q 
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White officer will 
not be charged in 
Wisconsin shooting

MADISON, Wisconsin (AP) 

— A white Wisconsin police 
officer won’t be charged 
for fatally shaofing an un¬ 
armed 19-year-ald biracial 
man, a prosecutor an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, prompt¬ 
ing peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions but none of the imme¬ 
diate violence that has hit 
some other U.S. cities. 

Dane Caunty District At- 
tcrney Ismael Ozanne said 
he wouldn't file charges 
against Madisan Officer 
Matt Kenny in the March 
6 death at Tony Robinson, 
saying the officer used law¬ 
ful deadly force after he 
was staggered by a punch 
to the head and feared for 
his life. 

The shooting was another 
in a series of police con¬ 
frontations that have ignit¬ 
ed racial tension across the 
U.S. in the past year. Mast 
recently in Baltimcre, ricts 
erupted after the funeral 
for Freddie Gray, a black 
man who suffered a fatal 
spinal injury while in police 
custody. Other high-pro¬ 
file cases of officers killing 
unarmed black residents 
include the deaths of Mi¬ 
chael Brown in Ferguson, 
Missouri; Eric Garner in New 
York City; and Walter Scott 
in North Charleston, South 
Carolina. 

Six officers involved in 
Gray’s death have been 
charged, as has the officer 
who killed Scott. Grand ju¬ 
ries declined to charge the 
officers involved in Brown’s 
and Garner’s deaths. 
Ozanne, mopping his brow 
repeatedly but speaking 
farcefully for some 25 min¬ 
utes, took pains to outline 
his own biracial heritage 
before announcing his de¬ 
cision. 

“I am the son of a black 
woman who still worries 
about my safety,” Ozanne 
said. “I am a man who un¬ 
derstands the pain at unjus¬ 
tified profiling and I am the 
first district attorney of color 
not only in Dane County 
but in the state at Wiscon¬ 


sin.” 

Then, Ozanne walked 
thraugh evidence tram the 
scene, emergency callers, 
Rabinson’s friends, police 
affidavits, crime lab reports 
and mare ta paint a pic¬ 
ture of a young man out of 
control from a mix of hal¬ 
lucinogenic mushrooms, 
marijuana and Xanax. Of¬ 
ficer Kenny rushed to the 
apartment building, and 
immediately became can- 
cerned that Robinson was 
attacking scmeone up¬ 
stairs. He fired his weapan 
aniy after he was punched 
in the head and feared he 
might be disarmed and 
killed, Ozanne said. 

“I conclude that (Robin¬ 
son’s) tragic and unfortu¬ 
nate death was the result 
of a lawful use of deadly 
palice force and that no 
charges shauld be brought 
against Officer Kenny in 
the death at Tany Robin- 
san Jr.,” Ozanne said. He 
quickly wrapped up and 
left to meet Robinson fam¬ 
ily members. 

Robinson’s mother, Andrea 
Irwin, said she was not sur¬ 
prised by the decision. The 
investigation wasn’t thor- 
augh enaugh, she said. 
“They could have dane 
a lat. What they didn’t 
do was give my san any 
respect,” she said. But 
family members, as they 
have since the shooting, 
asked that protests remain 
peaceful. 

About 100 people gath¬ 
ered at Robinson’s apart¬ 
ment house in the wake 
at Ozanne’s decision. One 
of them, Jivonte Davis, 19, 
said he had known Robin¬ 
son since the fifth grade. 

“I can ga aut and break 
stuff and da anything I 
want right now,” Davis said. 
“But rioting and everything, 
what would that achieve? 
We’re no Ferguson, we’re 
no Baltimore. We’re going 
to do this the right way. 
We’re gaing to do this 
peacefully.” 

The protesters, eventu¬ 
ally estimated by police 
at 250 ta 300 peaple, be¬ 


gan marching tc the state 
Capital abaut 1.5 miles (2.4 
kilometers) away. Same 
had dags and strallers and 
were baund far a nearby 
church far a prayer ser¬ 


vice. Marchers chanted 
“No justice, no peace, nc 
racist palice,” and held a 
banner that read “Justice 
for Tony.” They eventually 
dispersed.^

CHICAGO (AP) — President 
Barack Obama will estab¬ 
lish his presidential library an 
the South Side of Chicago, 
a part of the city where his 
political career began and 
where some of the issues 
that he plans to devote 
himself to when he leaves 


the White House are play¬ 
ing out on the streets. 

The Barack Obama Foun¬ 
dation made official Tues¬ 
day what had been widely 
expected, that the library 
will be erected on a site 
proposed by the Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago. The loca¬ 
tion was selected over bids 
made by Columbia Univer¬ 
sity in New York, the Univer¬ 


sity of Hawaii and the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois at Chicago. 
“With a library and a foun¬ 
dation on the South Side of 
Chicago, not only will we 
be able to encourage and 
effect change locally, but 
what we can also do is to 
attract the world to Chica¬ 
go," Cbamo said in a vid¬ 
eo accompanying the re¬ 
lease. “All the strands of my 


life came together and I re¬ 
ally became a man when I 
moved to Chicago.” 

The library, to be located 
in one of two public parks 
near campus, is expected 
to be a boon to nearby 
communities that struggle 
with gang violence, drugs, 
and unemployment. The 
University of Chicago has 
said the library and its 
800,000 expected visitors 
a year will translate into 
dozens of new businesses, 
thousands of jobs and tens 
of millions of dollars in rev¬ 
enue. 

While the choice was not 
a surprise — people with 
direct knowledge of the 
decision told The Associat¬ 
ed Press and other media 
nearly two weeks ago that 
it was the winner — sewing 
up the deal was less smooth 
than expected. Questions 
lingered for months about 
whether the library could 
legally be built on park land 
as the university proposed, 
because the university had 
not secured the land. 

Those questions triggered 
a flurry of activity, with the 
City Council approving an 
ordinance to transfer the 
land and state lawmakers 
passing a bill reinforcing 
the city’s right to use the 
park land for the library as 
well as “Star Wars" creator 


George Lucas' proposed 
lakefront museum. 

But the bid was still consid¬ 
ered a front-runner, in large 
part because the president 
once taught constitutional 
law at the university, the 
first lady once worked as 
on administrator at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago Medical 
Center and they still have a 
family home nearby. 

In the video, Obama cited 
Chicago os the place he 
was able to apply his "ear¬ 
ly idealism to try to work 
in communities in public 
service" as well as being 
where he met his wife and 
their children were born. 
Added first lady Michelle 
Obama: “Every value, ev¬ 
ery memory, every impor¬ 
tant relationship to me ex¬ 
ists in Chicago. I consider 
myself a South Sider.” 

As a place to tell the presi¬ 
dent’s life story. Mayor 
Rohm Emanuel noted 
that the chapter about 
the president’s days as a 
community organizer hap¬ 
pened just outside what will 
be the doors of the library. 
“This is where President 
Obama’s journey began in 
public life,” Emanuel said 
Tuesday. “He walked these 
streets, knocked on these 
doors.’’□ 


U.S. man pleads not guilty to new charge In Capitol case

CINCINNATI (AP) — A 

21-year-old man accused 
of plotting to attack the 
U.S. Capitol in support of 
Islamic State extremists 
pleaded not guilty Tuesday 
to the latest federal charge 
against him. 

An indictment last week 
added a fourth count 
against Christopher Lee 
Cornell. The charge of 
material support to a U.S.- 


designated foreign terrorist 
organization carries a po¬ 
tential sentence of up to 15 
years in prison with convic¬ 
tion. 

Federal authorities said 
Cornell offered support 
and resources, including 
himself, to extremists with 
the Islamic State group. 
Karen Savir, an assistant 
federal public defender 
representing Cornell, told 
a magistrate during a brief 
hearing that her client was 


pleading not guilty. The 
shackled prisoner, stand¬ 
ing next to her, had replied 
with a soft “yeah" to U.S. 
Magistrate Stephanie Bow¬ 
man’s questions about un¬ 
derstanding his rights. 
Cornell has been held with¬ 
out bond since his Jon. 14 
arrest. His father has said 
Cornell was coerced by an 
informer. 

He earlier pleaded not 
guilty to the other counts. 
The charges of attempted 


murder of U.S. officials and 
employees and of solicita¬ 
tion to commit a crime of 
violence carry potential 20- 
year prison sentences. Cor¬ 
nell also faces a flrearms- 
related charge carrying 
a mandatory minimum of 
five years, with a maximum 
of life in prison. 

U.S. authorities are on alert 
for “lone wolf” terrorist plots 
inspired by the Islamic State 
extremist group. Concerns 
have heightened after two 


gunmen were shot dead 
recently while trying to at¬ 
tack an event in Garland, 
Texas, that featured car¬ 
toon images of the Prophet 
Muhammad. 

The FBI has said Cornell, 
who uses the Muslim name 
of Raheel Mahrus Ubaydah, 
wanted to “wage jihad” by 
attacking the Capitol with 
pipe bombs and shooting 
government officials and 
employees.Q 
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U.S. records biggest budget surplus in 7 years

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

flood of fox payments 
pushed government re¬ 
ceipts to an all-time high 
in April and left the coun¬ 
try with the largest monthly 
budget surplus in seven 
years. In its monthly budget 
report, the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that the 
April surplus totaled $156.7 
billion, up from a surplus of 
$106.9 billion a year earlier. 
It was the largest surplus 
since April 2008. 
Government receipts to¬ 
taled $471.8 billion, the 
largest monthly total on re¬ 
cord. Receipts for the first 
seven months of the bud¬ 
get came to $1.89 trillion, 
the biggest seven-month 
total ever. Tax receipts 
have climbed thanks to an 
improving economy, which 
has boosted individual and 
corporate tax payments. 
Through the first seven 
months of the budget year 
that began in October, the 
deficit totaled $282.8 bil¬ 
lion, 7.7 percent below last 
year. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office is forecasting a full- 
year deficit of $486 billion. 


roughly on par with the pre¬ 
vious year. 

From October through 
April, revenues totaled 
$1.89 trillion, up 8.9 per¬ 
cent from the same period 
last year. Individual payroll 
taxes and Social Security 
taxes are running 6 per¬ 
cent higher than a year 
ago, while individual taxes 
on stock dividends, capital 
gains and payments by the 
self-employed are running 
17 percent above last year. 
Government outlays over 
the past seven months to¬ 
taled $2.17 trillion, up 6.4 
percent from the same pe¬ 
riod a year ago. 

The 2014 deficit was down 
from $680.2 billion in 2013. 
Before 2013, the U.S. had 
recorded four straight years 
of annuals deficits above 
$1 trillion, reflecting the im¬ 
pact of a severe financial 
crisis and the worst reces¬ 
sion since the Great De¬ 
pression of the 1930s. 
President Barack Obama in 
February unveiled a bud¬ 
get for 2016 — his final full 
year in office — that seeks 
authorization from Con¬ 
gress to spend $4 trillion 
next year. It projects a defi¬ 
cit of $474 billion. 


Obama’s budget would 
boost spending on domes¬ 
tic programs such as in¬ 
creased road construction 
while raising taxes by $2 tril¬ 
lion over the next decade 
by expanding levies on the 
wealthy, corporations and 
smokers. 

Republicans have at¬ 
tacked Obama's proposed 


tax increases and the fact 
that his budget plan never 
reaches balance. A GOP 
budget cleared Congress 
earlier this month. It sets a 
potential path for a bal¬ 
anced budget within a de¬ 
cade by cutting spending 
at domestic agencies and 
government benefit pro¬ 
grams like Medicaid and 


food stamps. 

Democrats charged that 
the GOP budget only bal¬ 
ances on paper because 
Republican lawmakers 
will balk at approving the 
follow-up legislation that 
would enact the painful 
cuts needed to achieve 
balance without raising 
taxes.Q 


Amtrak train crashes in Philadelphia, wreckage ‘pretty bad’

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — An 

Amtrak passenger train 
headed to New York City 
derailed and crashed in 
Philadelphia on Tuesday 
night, and several people 
appeared to be injured. 
Train 188, a Northeast Re¬ 
gional, had left Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., earlier Tuesday. 
The front of the train was 
going into a turn when it 
shook. 

An Associated Press em¬ 
ployee, Paul Cheung, was 


on the train and said it 
appeared it went off the 
tracks. He said he was for¬ 
tunate to be at the back 
of the train and the front 
of it “looks pretty bad.” He 
said he saw “some people 
mangled up.” 

Police swarming around 
the crash site, in Port Rich¬ 
mond, a working-class 
area, told people to get 
back, away from the train. 
They pleaded with curi¬ 
ous onlookers: “Do not go 
to scene of derailment. 
Please allow 1 st responders 


room to work.” 

Roads all around the crash 
site were blocked off. 
Waves of firefighters con¬ 
tinuing toward the train 
cars, taking people out. 
Several injured people, 
including one man com¬ 
plaining of neck pain, were 
rolled away on stretch¬ 
ers. Others wobbled while 
walking away. An elderly 
woman was given oxygen. 
Former U.S. Rep. Patrick 
Murphy was on the train 
and said he helped peo¬ 
ple. He tweeted photos of 
firefighters helping people 


in the wreckage. 

“Pray for those injured,” he 
said. 

The cause of the crash was 
unknown. Amtrak said it 
was aware of the derail¬ 
ment and would provide 
updates later. The Nation¬ 
al Transportation Safety 
Board said Tuesday night it 
was gathering information 
about the derailment. 
Another Amtrak train 
crashed on Sunday. That 
train, bound for New Or¬ 
leans, struck a flatbed 
truck at a railway crossing 


in Amite, killing the truck’s 
driver and injuring two peo¬ 
ple on the train. 

In March, at least 55 peo¬ 
ple were injured when an 
Amtrak train collided with 
a tractor-trailer that was 
stuck on the tracks in North 
Carolina. 

Port Richmond, the site 
of Tuesday’s crash, is one 
of five neighborhoods in 
what’s known as Philadel¬ 
phia’s River Wards, dense 
rowhouse neighborhoods 
located off the Delaware 
River.Q 
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‘Hard decision’ forjudge ruling on John Hinckley’s freedom

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

judge deciding whether 
President Ronald Reagan's 
would-be assassin can live 
full-time outside a mental 
hospital said Tuesday that 
it’s a “very hard decision," 
but one he knew he would 
have to make eventually 
when he “opened the door 
a crack" for John Hinckley 
Jr. a dozen years ago. 

“I knew this day would 
come. How could it not? 
That doesn’t make the de¬ 
cision any easier," Judge 
Paul L. Friedman said at the 
end of a seven-day hear¬ 
ing on Hinckley’s freedom. 
Friedman has incremen¬ 
tally expanded Hinckley’s 
freedom since ruling in 
2003 that he could leave 
St. Elizabeth’s hospital for 


daylong visits with his fam¬ 
ily. Hinckley now spends 17 
days a month at his moth¬ 
er’s home in Williamsburg, 
Virginia, south of Washing¬ 
ton, and the hospital and 
his lawyers say he’s ready 
to live there full-time. The 
government wants more 
restrictions, to ensure Hinck¬ 
ley won’t be a danger. 

The judge seems to be 
preparing to allow Hinck¬ 
ley to live full-time with his 
89-year-old mother, as long 
as he abides by certain re¬ 
strictions. He asked both 
sides to draft a roadmap 
for what that might look 
like, working together on a 
document that lays out the 
restrictions they can agree 
on as well as where they 
disagree.

at least monthly visits to St. 
Elizabeth’s, where he has 
lived since being found not 
guilty by reason of insanity 
in the 1981 shooting that 


injured Reagan and three 
others. They agree there 
should be certain restric¬ 
tions on his travel. 

But prosecutors also want 
more stringent conditions, 
including requiring Hinck¬ 
ley to create a weekly 
itinerary saying where he 
will go and putting a GPS 
tracking device on the car 
he uses. They also want 
Hinckley to start wearing 
a monitoring bracelet on 
his ankle, a condition the 
judge suggested he would 
not agree to. 

Prosecutor Colleen Ken¬ 
nedy said the proposal 
made by St. Elizabeth’s 
and Hinckley’s lawyers is 
“not a safe plan.” 

Barry Levine, Hinckley’s 
long-time attorney, called 
the government’s proposal 
“punitive,” and told the 
judge the law requires that 
Hinckley be allowed to 
live under least restrictive 
conditions that ensure the 
public’s safety. 

The mental illness that 
drove Hinckley to shoot 
Reagan in a delusional 
effort to impress actress 
Jodie Foster has been in full 
and sustained remission for 
years, Levine has said.Q 


Dr. Oz aids 2 people injured 
in New Jersey highway crash 


WESTAMPTON, N.J. (AP) 

— Emergency responders 
say Dr. Mehmet Oz helped 
them out by treating two 
people injured in a week¬ 
end car crash on the New 
Jersey Turnpike. 

The celebrity doctor saw 
the single-car crash hap¬ 
pen Saturday night near 
Exit 6 along the turnpike. 
Officials say he stopped his 
vehicle and ran to help. 
When a Westampton 
Township emergency ser¬ 
vices crew arrived, they 
were surprised to find Oz 


already providing aid. They 
say he helped stabilize one 
person’s spine and provid¬ 
ed them with details about 
both victims’ injuries and 
conditions upon their ar¬ 
rival. 

“He was very helpful and 
very thorough, a lot of help 
to our crew,” Westamp¬ 
ton Chief Jason Carty said 
Tuesday. “It obviously was 
a surprise for them to get 
on scene and see a TV ce¬ 
lebrity helping out the in¬ 
jured people." 

Carty said the two people 


hurt in the crash were tak¬ 
en to a hospital where they 
were treated for minor inju¬ 
ries. 

Oz’s spokesman says there 
have been many instanc¬ 
es where the doctor has 
come to the aid of injured 
or ailing people. In 2013, Oz 
rushed to the scene when 
a taxi jumped the curb and 
struck a pedestrian near his 
TV studio in New York City. 
Oz was dubbed “America’s 
doctor" by Oprah Winfrey, 
who launched his show in 
2009. □ 






























Human rights team concerned by torture allegations in Mexico 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — A 

team of outside experts in¬ 
vestigating Mexico’s han¬ 
dling of the disappearance 
of 43 students said Monday 
some of those arrested in 
relation to the case hove 
said they were tortured, 
which could affect the out¬ 
come if true. 

The team from the Inter- 
American Commission on 
Human Rights also said on 
its third visit to Mexico that it 
was concerned that there 
were currently 13 differ¬ 
ent criminal proceedings 
spread across six courts 
in different locations. It 
suggested the cases be 
combined before a single 
judge. 

Spaniard Carlos Beristain 
said in a news confer¬ 
ence that the team hod 
interviewed 1 6 of the more 
than 100 people detained 
following the disappear¬ 
ance of the students from 
the Rural Normal School 
at Ayotzinapa on Sept. 26. 
The majority said they were 
mistreated and tortured, 
he said. 

“Exhaustive analysis of 


these com¬ 
plaints is fun¬ 
damental to 
avoid that 

they gener¬ 
ate problems 
later,” Beri¬ 

stain said. If it 
turns out that 
authorities did 
not respect 
the prisoners' 
rights, “it would 
be very nega¬ 
tive for the 
process and 
would hove 
legal conse¬ 
quences.” 

The team was 
formed to 
analyze the 
government's 
investigation 
and provide 
recommen- 
dations that 
could clarify 
what hap¬ 
pened to 
students.

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No breakthrough as Kerry meets Russia’s Putin

SOCHI, Russia (AP) — The 

United States and Russia 
emerged Tuesday from 
their most extensive, high- 
level talks in years vow¬ 
ing closer cooperation on 
Ukraine and Syria but un¬ 
able to point to any break¬ 
through or new approach 
to bridge the major differ¬ 
ences separating the two 
powers. 

The atmosphere was cor¬ 
dial and the tone was 
promising as U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry held 
eight hours of talks with 
President Vladimir Putin 
and his foreign minister in 
the Black Sea resort of So¬ 
chi. Kerry’s first trip to Rus¬ 
sia since the Ukraine crisis 
began coincided with the 
70th anniversary of the al¬ 
lied defeat of Nazi Germa¬ 
ny, and both sides hailed 
the virtues of U.S.-Russian 
engagement. 

“We didn’t come here 
with an expectation that 
we were going to define 
a specific path forward 
... or have a major break¬ 
through,” Kerry told report¬ 
ers at a news conference 
with Foreign Minister Sergey 
Lavrov. “We came here 
specifically to have a very 
full and open dialogue.” 
The result appeared to be 
to the liking of Moscow, 
which had spoken of Ker¬ 
ry’s trip as a possibility for 
“normalizing” relations that 
have been soured by the 
civil wars in Ukraine and Syr¬ 
ia as well as Russia’s treat¬ 
ment of political dissidents 
and homosexuals and its 
granting of asylum to for¬ 
mer U.S. National Security 


Agency contractor Edward 
Snowden. 

The discussions were “use¬ 
ful and positive,” said Yuri 
Ushakov, Putin’s foreign af¬ 
fairs adviser. 

The agenda, however, ap¬ 
peared to be little more 
than a compendium of the 
nations’ mixed history of 
recent diplomatic endeav¬ 
ors. And some issues, such 
as Russia’s annexation last 
year of Ukraine’s Crimea 
region, weren’t publicly 
spoken of at all. 

Kerry and Lavrov promised 
to work harder to convince 
Ukraine’s warring factions 
to adhere to a February 
cease-fire that has been 


regularly violated, and on 
implementing a 2012 U.S.- 
Russian strategy for a tran¬ 
sitional government in Syria 
that has been a complete 
failure to date. 

And in a surprising moment, 
the two diplomats issued 
warnings in turn to Ukrainian 
President Petro Poroshenko 
not to seek the “liberation” 
of the Donetsk Airport from 
rebels in eastern Ukraine as 
he recently suggested in a 
speech. 

“We would strongly urge 
him to think twice not to 
engage in this kind of ac¬ 
tivity,” Kerry said, noting 
the Ukrainian leader would 
be putting the cease-fire 


in “serious jeopardy.” Lav¬ 
rov said such an offensive 
would undermine peace 
efforts. Despite the signs of 
goodwill, both sides noted 
their many disagreements. 
Western nations say Russia 
supports Ukraine’s separat¬ 
ists with arms and manpow¬ 
er, and even directs some 
battlefield operations — all 
claims Moscow denies. In 
return, the Russians bristle 
at Washington’s provision 
to Ukraine of military assis¬ 
tance in the form of hard¬ 
ware and training. 

Kerry was the more def¬ 
erential, stressing at the 
news conference the im¬ 
portance of re-establishing 


calm in Ukraine over de¬ 
termining which side fired 
first in each flare-up of vio¬ 
lence or whose allegations 
of wrongdoing were legiti¬ 
mate. 

He reiterated a U.S. pledge 
to roll back some of the 
economic restrictions on 
Russia when a cease-fire 
in Ukraine is completely 
in place. That cease-fire 
would include an end to 
fighting, withdrawal of 
heavy weapons, unfet¬ 
tered humanitarian access 
and the release of political 
prisoners, he said. 

Lavrov’s ministry, mean¬ 
while, struck a defiant tone 
even as Kerry was still meet¬ 
ing Putin, blaming Wash¬ 
ington for strains in relations 
and insisting that American 
economic sanctions would 
not force Moscow to back 
down on matters critical to 
its national interests. 

Kerry departed shortly be¬ 
fore midnight for a NATO 
meeting in Turkey. Putin is 
in Sochi meeting with Rus¬ 
sian defense officials for a 
week. 

Ushakov, the Putin adviser, 
said a possible meeting be¬ 
tween the Russian leader 
and U.S. President Barack 
Obama wasn’t discussed 
during Tuesday’s talks. Both 
leaders will attend a G-20 
economic summit in Tur¬ 
key in November, however, 
and he said they could get 
together then. 

Putin and Obama have 
met several times in recent 
years on the sidelines of 
international events. The 
most recent encounters 
have all been brief, and 
Obama canceled a one- 
on-one summit that had 
been scheduled in Mos¬ 
cow in August 2013.G 
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Yemen officials say some ground fighting after cease-fire

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

With cargo ships poised 
to launch o desperately 
needed aid operation in 
embattled Yemen, a five- 
day humanitarian cease¬ 
fire began Tuesday night, 
just hours after Saudi-led 
coalition warplanes struck 
against Shiite rebels and 
their allies. 

There were reports of con¬ 
tinued ground fighting in 
some areas, with security 
officials and witnesses say¬ 
ing fierce combat broke 
out about a half hour after 
the cease-fire began when 
rebels tried to storm the 
southern city of Dhole, fir¬ 
ing tank shells, rockets and 
mortars. But no airstrikes 
by the Saudi-led coalition 
battling the rebels were re¬ 
ported. 

The officials and tribal lead¬ 
ers also accused the rebels 
and their allies of reinforc¬ 
ing their positions. 

The truce will test the ad¬ 
versaries’ desire to enter 
into peace talks to try to 


end the fighting that has 
killed hundreds of civilians 
since March. Both sides say 
they ore ready to respond 
with violence if their oppo¬ 
nent breaks the cease-fire. 
Earlier Tuesday, Iran said 
it was sending warships to 
protect an Iranian aid ship 
steaming toward a Yemeni 
port held by the rebel fight¬ 
ers, the Iranian state news 
agency said. The navy es¬ 
cort was denounced by 
the Pentagon and Saudi 
Arabia as unnecessary, 
and raised the possibility of 
a confrontation near the 
strategic Bab el-Mandab 
strait in the Gulf of Aden. 
The Saudi-led strikes in Ye¬ 
men came to a halt shortly 
before the new U.N. envoy, 
Ismail Quid Cheikh Ahmed, 
flew into the capital, Sa¬ 
naa, on his first official visit 
to the country. He told re¬ 
porters he planned to meet 
with the warring parties, in¬ 
cluding the rebels known 
as Houthis, and ensure that 
the cease-fire holds. 

“We will discuss the human¬ 
itarian truce and the Ye¬ 


meni parties’ return to the 
negotiating table," he said. 
The cease-fire is meant to 
help ease the suffering of 
civilians in Yemen, the Arab 
world’s poorest country. 
Before the cease-fire be¬ 
gan, security officials said 
airstrikes overnight, at dawn 
and during the morning 
hours Tuesday hit weapons 
depots and other military 
facilities north and south 
of Sanaa, a sprawling city 
of some 4 million people. 
The military air base that is 
port of the capital’s inter¬ 
national airport also was 
targeted. 

Ten strikes hit Sanaa from 
dawn until about noon, 
said the officials, speaking 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity because they were not 
authorized to talk to jour¬ 
nalists. Fierce fighting be¬ 
tween the rebels and forc¬ 
es loyal to exiled President 
Abed Rabbo Mansour Hadi 
also raged in the strategic 
city of Taiz, southwest of the 
capital. The rebels and their 
allies shelled residential ar¬ 
eas, with one shell hitting a 


bus, killing nine people and 
wounding 40, officials said. 
A coalition airstrike tar¬ 
geted the city’s ol-Qahira 
castle, where the shelling 
come from, they said. 

The Saudis and their allies 
are seeking the restoration 
of Hadi, who fled the coun¬ 
try in March. 

Meanwhile, a suspected 
U.S. drone strike hit a car, 
killing three al-Qaida fight¬ 
ers near Shabwo province, 
on area where the extrem¬ 
ist group had been sending 
reinforcements. Witnesses 
and tribal elders said the 
vehicle burned and set off 
secondary explosions from 
ordnance it had been car¬ 
rying. They spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity out of 
fear for their safety. 

The conflict has killed more 
than 1,400 people — many 
of them civilians — since 
March 19, according to the 
U.N. The country of some 25 
million people has endured 
shortages of food, water, 
medicine and electricity as 
a result of a Saudi-led na¬ 


val, air and land blockade. 
Anticipating the truce, the 
U.N. refugee agency said 
it plans to airlift 300 metric 
tons (330 tons) of sleeping 
mats, blankets, kitchen sets 
and plastic sheeting from 
stockpiles in Dubai. 

The airlift was part of what 
it called a “larger aid mo¬ 
bilization underway for a 
quarter of a million peo¬ 
ple." The agency also will 
attempt to distribute aid al¬ 
ready stored in Yemen and 
assess the needs for areas 
that hove been difficult to 
reach. 

Separately, the U.N. World 
Food Program said it was 
ready to provide emer¬ 
gency food rations to more 
than 750,000 people. A ves¬ 
sel chartered by the agen¬ 
cy arrived in the Red Sea 
port of Hodeida on Satur¬ 
day, carrying 250,000 liters 
(66,050 gallons) of fuel and 
supplies for other humani¬ 
tarian agencies. A second 
vessel is ready to dock with 
an additional 120,000 liters 
(31,700 gallons) of fuel.Q

KATHMANDU, Nepal (AP) 

— A new earthquake killed 
dozens of people Tuesday 
and spread more fear and 
misery in Nepal, which is still 
struggling to recover from 
a devastating quake near¬ 
ly three weeks ago that left 
more than 8,000 dead. 

A U.S. Marine Corps heli¬ 
copter carrying six Marines 
and two Nepalese soldiers 
was reported missing while 
delivering disaster aid in 
northeastern Nepal, U.S. of¬ 
ficials said, although there 
have been no indications 
the aircraft crashed. 
Tuesday’s magnitude-7.3 
quake, centered midway 
between Kathmandu and 
Mount Everest, struck hard¬ 
est in the foothills of the Hi¬ 
malayas, triggering some 
landslides, but it also shook 
the capital badly, sending 
thousands of terrified peo¬ 
ple into the streets. 

Nepal's Parliament was in 
session when the quake 
hit, and frightened law¬ 
makers ran for the exits as 
the building shook and the 
lights flickered out. 

At least 37 people were 
killed in the quake and 
more than 1,100 were in¬ 
jured, according to the 
Home Ministry. But that toll 
was expected to rise as 
reports began reaching 
Kathmandu of people in 
isolated Himalayan towns 
and villages being buried 
under rubble, according to 
the U.N.'s Office for the Co¬ 
ordination of Humanitarian 
Affairs. 

Tremors radiated across 
parts of Asia. In neighbor¬ 
ing India, at least 16 peo¬ 
ple were confirmed dead 
after rooftops or walls col¬ 
lapsed onto them, accord¬ 
ing to India's Home Minis¬ 
try. Chinese media report¬ 
ed one death in Tibet. 


The magnitude-7.8 earth¬ 
quake that hit April 25 killed 
more than 8,150 and flat¬ 
tened entire villages, leav¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands 
homeless in the country’s 
worst-recorded quake 
since 1934. The U.S. Geo¬ 
logical Survey said Tues¬ 
day's earthquake was the 
largest aftershock to date 
of that destructive quake. 
Tuesday's temblor was 
deeper, however, coming 
from a depth of 18.5 kilo¬ 
meters (11.5 miles) versus 
the earlier one at 15 kilo¬ 
meters (9.3 miles). Shallow 
earthquakes tend to cause 
more damage. 

At least three people were 
rescued Tuesday in Kath¬ 
mandu, while another nine 
pulled to safety in the dis¬ 
trict of Dolkha, the govern¬ 
ment said. 

Rescue helicopters were 
sent to mountain districts 
where landslides and col¬ 
lapsed buildings may have 
buried people, the govern¬ 
ment said. Home Ministry 
official Laxmi Dhakal said 


the Sindhupalchowk and 
Dolkha districts were the 
worst hit. 

Search parties fanned out 
to look for survivors in the 
wreckage of collapsed 
buildings in Sindhupalcho- 
wk's town of Chautara, 
which had become a hub 
for humanitarian aid after 
last month’s quake. 
Impoverished Nepal ap¬ 
pealed for billions of dollars 
in aid from foreign nations, 
as well as medical experts 
to treat the wounded and 
helicopters to ferry food 
and temporary shelters to 
hundreds of thousands left 
homeless amid unseasonal 
rains. 

In Washington, Navy Capt. 
Chris Sims said the miss¬ 
ing Huey helicopter was 
conducting disaster relief 
operations near Charikot, 
Nepal. 

A nearby Indian helicopter 
heard radio chatter about 
a possible fuel problem, 
said U.S. Army Col. Steve 
Warren. The Huey, carry¬ 
ing tarps and rice, had 


dropped off supplies and 
was headed to a second 
site when contact was lost, 
he said, adding that there 
has been no smoke or oth¬ 
er signs of a crash. 

A Nepalese air brigade unit 
had seen the Huey, so Ma¬ 
rines in V-22 Osprey aircraft 
searched unsuccessfully 
near its last known location 
for about 90 minutes, War¬ 
ren said. Members of the 
Nepalese army are search¬ 
ing on foot because of 
darkness, he added. 

Due to the rugged terrain, 
the helicopter could have 
landed in an area where 
the crew was unable to get 
a beacon or radio signal 
out, Warren said. 

Tuesday’s quake was fol¬ 
lowed closely by at least 10 
strong aftershocks, accord¬ 
ing to the uses. 

Early reports indicated at 
least two buildings had 
collapsed in Kathmandu, 
though at least one had 
been unoccupied due to 
damage it sustained on 
April 25. Experts say the 


earlier quake caused ex¬ 
tensive structural damage 
even in buildings that did 
not topple, and that many 
could be in danger of col¬ 
lapse. 

Frightened residents in the 
capital, who had returned 
to their homes only a few 
days ago, once again set 
up tents Tuesday night with 
plans to sleep in empty 
fields, parking lots and on 
sidewalks. 

“Everyone was saying the 
earthquakes are over. ... 
Now I don't want to believe 
anyone,” said 40-year-old 
produce vendor Ram Hari 
Sah as he searched for a 
spot to pitch the orange 
tarpaulin to shelter his fam¬ 
ily. “We are all scared, we 
are terrified. I would rather 
deal with mosquitoes and 
the rain than sleep in the 
house.” 

Extra police were sent to 
patrol ad-hoc camping 
areas, while drinking water 
and extra tents were be¬ 
ing provided, according to 
Kathmandu administrator 
Ek Narayan Aryal. 

“I thought I was going to 
die this time,” said Sulav 
Singh, who rushed with his 
daughter into a street in the 
suburban neighborhood of 
Thapathali. “Things were 
just getting back to nor¬ 
mal, and we get this one.” 
Paul Dillon, a spokesman 
with the International Or¬ 
ganization for Migration, 
said he saw a man in Kath¬ 
mandu who had appar¬ 
ently run from the shower 
with shampoo covering his 
head. “He was sitting on 
the ground, crying,” Dillon 
said. 

Meanwhile, new landslides 
blocked mountain roads in 
the district of Gorkha, one 
of the regions hit hardest 
on April 25, while previ¬ 
ously damaged buildings 
collapsed with the latest 
quake.Q

Mayweather- 
Pacquiao 
sets PPV 
mark with 
4.4 million 
buys

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. and Man¬ 
ny Pacquiao proved a 
box office smash, even if 
fheir welferweighf fifle fighf 
didn't live up fo the hype. 
The May 2 fight obliterated 
the pay-per-view record, 
with 4.4 million buys gen¬ 
erating more than $400 
million in revenue. With a 
live gate of nearly $72 mil¬ 
lion and other revenue, 
the bout grossed more 
than $600 million and likely 
made Mayweather more 
than $200 million. 

Showtime and HBO offi¬ 
cials reported the whop¬ 
ping PPV figures Tuesday, 
saying the fight broke the 
previous record of 2.48 
million buys generated by 
Mayweather’s 2007 fight 
with Oscar De La Hoya by 
nearly 2 million buys. 

It also nearly tripled the 
record $150 million in pay- 
per-view revenue gener¬ 
ated by Mayweather vs. 
Canelo Alvarez in 2013. 
“We did not anticipate 
this number of buys," said 
Mark Taffet, who heads 
PPV operations for HBO. “It 
reinforces the notion that 
when you give the fans the 
fights they demand, they 
always respond.” 
Mayweather was the big 
winner both in the fight 
and at the bank. He was 
guaranteed 60 percent of 
the net revenue to the pro¬ 
motion, while Pacquiao’s 
camp got the remaining 
40 percent.

NEW YORK (AP) — Even 
before Tom Brody was 
penalized. Major League 
Baseball boosted its 
prevent defense. 

As part of a new security 
plan this season to further 
safeguard game balls, an 
MLB representative now 
watches them get carried 
by a clubhouse assistant 
from the umpires’ room to 
the field. 

And if the supply of eight 
dozen or so runs low during 
a game, an MLB security 
person is sent to retrieve 
more. 

In the past, a ball boy 
or ball girl did those jobs 
alone. 

“We can't deflate ’em,” 
Yankees pitcher CC 
Sabathia said Sunday. “It’s 
precautionary, I guess.” 
MLB said many changes 
in the pumped-up policy 
for ball security and 
storage were discussed by 
equipment managers last 
December at the winter 
meetings. That was more 
than a month before Brady 
and the New England 
Patriots were accused of 
deflating footballs in the 
AFC championship game. 
MLB said it was aware of 
the Patriots’ situation as it 
put the procedures into 
effect on opening day at 
every stadium. 

Brady was suspended for 
four games by the NFL on 
Monday for his role in the 
scandal. The Patriots were 
fined $1 million and also 
lost two future draft picks. 
As for any copycat in the 
majors, Boston Red Sox 
manager John Farrell joked 


that it was unlikely. 
“Baseballs are solid,” he 
said. 

There have been plenty 
of pitchers who have tried 
to doctor balls, with mixed 
results. 

Hall of Famer Gaylord Perry 
made a living of throwing 
greased-up balls that 
could do tricks. Yankees 
righty Michael Pineda 
was suspended last year 
for using pine tar to get 
a better grip, Joe Niekro 
was penalized nearly three 
decades ago for carrying 
an emery board to scuff 
the ball. Nothing like taking 
the air out of them, though. 
Former English Premier 
League and World Cup 


referee Howard Webb, 
now the technical director 
of the body that oversees 
match officials in English 
soccer, said he made a 
point of checking the ball 
before it got used. 

“I knew if I didn’t and a 
player complained about 
the pressure of the ball, I 
wouldn't be able to say 
with certainty that the ball 
was fine,” Webb said. “So I 
would always check it and 
make sure it was in that 
range that I knew players 
would accept.” 

The balls that Rawlings 
supplies to major league 
clubs are fairly standard. 
“Obviously, there's not as 
much that you can do to 


baseballs,” Los Angeles 
Angels pitcher C.J. Wilson 
said. “I mean, you can’t 
change the density of 
the baseball at any point 
— unless you dunk them 
in water. Then they're 
going to be 9 ounces, and 
everyone's going to blow 
their arms out.” 

Game balls weigh between 
5 ounces and 5 1/4. 

“If you're playing on turf and 
a guy hits a screaming one- 
hopper to the shortstop, it’s 
going to have a huge scuff 
on it. Certain pitchers can 
create an advantage with 
that, so that's why they 
throw those baseballs out,” 
Wilson said. 

Hoping to avoid a seamy 


situation, MLB sent a 
memo to all 30 teams 
before opening day with 
a nine-step procedure on 
ball handling. Along with 
the policy on storage — 
around 70 degrees, about 
50 percent humidity — 
there were guidelines on 
chain of command. 

More than a decade ago, 
the Colorado Rockies put 
a humidor at Coors Field to 
preserve the balls, trying to 
counter the effects of the 
mile-high atmosphere. 
Across the majors, home 
teams store the new balls 
during the season, and 
the umpires’ clubhouse 
attendants usually rub up 
nearly 100 for each game. 
When they're taken to the 
field, an MLB authenticator 
follows them. That person is 
a current or former member 
of law enforcement hired 
by an outside company 
to document balls and 
other game-used items, 
often to be sold or given to 
charities. 

If the ball supply is running 
out, a Resident Security 
Agent gets more. The 
RSAs also have police 
backgrounds and are 
hired by MLB. 

The plate umpire keeps 
several new balls in a 
pouch. When he needs 
more, he signals to the 
ball boys and ball girls. The 
ump puts each one in play, 
occasionally tossing out a 
ball before it ever gets into 
the game. 

“I’d say a ball averages 
only two pitches, and 
not too many things can 
happen when you foul 
a pitch into the stands,” 
Wilson said. □

With my eyes closed my 
airplane instructor twists 
and turns the plane so that 
it is not flying level. This is a 
classic “unusual attitude" 
training every pilot needs to 
repeat to stay a safe pilot. 
I groan as I fight to keep 
from vomiting my breakfast. 
“OK, open your eyes and 
straighten the aircraft", 
orders my instructor. I 
open my eyes to find my 
instructor has covered my 
airplane instruments. Not 
good my instincts scream. 
Facing out to sea I cannot 
tell the difference between 
sky and ocean and my 
brain is telling me we are 
turning left. 

The seconds tick off as I 
try to adjust the aircraft 
to what I feel is going on. 
“Now", I say implying that 
I think I have control of the 
airplane to my instructor as 
he uncovers my airplane 
instruments. As I look 
at my instruments. I am 
headed into the ground 
turning slowly in a classic 
flying problem, called the 
“graveyard spiral". 

I have done this maneuver 
before and I know that in 
a spinning cockpit I have 
to trust my instruments 
even though my sense of 
balance, coming from my 


middle ear is telling me 
different. I line up the plane 
according to my instruments 
and start feeling a sensation 
of whirling or tilting that 
causes a loss of balance, 
a dizziness that puts my 
stomach wanting to give 
up breakfast. “Vertigo", I 
complain as my instructor 
intently watches to make 
sure I have regained 
composure of both the 
plane and myself. 
VertigofromLatinthatmeans 
“whirling about" describes 
a medical condition in 
which somebody feels 
the sensation of dizziness 
with the room spinning. 
Dizziness is an indistinct term 
which describes a variety 
of conditions ranging 
from lightheadedness, 
unsteadiness to vertigo 
and spans a large range of 
symptoms. These symptoms 
range from the most 
dramatic, vertigo, to the 
least severe, imbalance. 
Included in these feelings 
is fainting, which results in a 
loss of consciousness. 

As a private pilot I know it is 
the sensory system located 
in the inner ear that helps 
the body to maintain 
balance. Balance in the 
human body is coordinated 
by the brainstem, which 
collects information from 
other parts of the brain and 
sensory organs throughout 
the body.

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Samsung announces new push into Internet-connected gadgets

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Samsung wants to sell 
the digital brains that will 
go into billions of “smart” 
home appliances, indus¬ 
trial sensors and other Inter- 
net-connected gadgets — 
even if the gadgets aren’t 
made by Samsung. 

At a technology confer¬ 
ence Tuesday in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the South Korean 
company unveiled a new 
line of tiny electronic com¬ 
ponents that combine low- 
power computer chips, 
transmitters and software. 
Manufacturers can build 
the components into ev¬ 
erything from televisions to 
parking meters to orthope¬ 
dic shoes. 

The new Artik compo¬ 
nents are key to Samsung’s 
goal of becoming a ma¬ 
jor player in the so-called 
“Internet of Things,” the 
tech industry’s buzzword 
for the notion that all kinds 
of electronic devices can 
be connected over the In¬ 
ternet. This could be a $3 
trillion industry in the next 


five years, analysts at Inter¬ 
national Data Corp. have 
estimated. 

Samsung is going after that 
market at a time when 
earnings from its core 
smartphone business have 
sagged in the face of chal¬ 
lenges from Apple and up¬ 
start Chinese phone mak¬ 


ers. Samsung also makes 
other electronic compo¬ 
nents, TVs, refrigerators and 
other home appliances. 
Company President Young 
Sohn declined to be spe¬ 
cific when asked how big 
Samsung hopes the Ar¬ 
tik business will become. 
But he noted that analysts 


have estimated there will 
be billions of Internet-con¬ 
nected gadgets and ma¬ 
chines in coming years. 
“Those numbers are sub¬ 
ject to change, but any¬ 
thing that is in the billions . 
I will take that,” Sohn said 
with a laugh. 

Other companies also 
want a piece of that mar¬ 
ket. Chipmakers Intel and 


Qualcomm are also mak¬ 
ing energy-efficient pro¬ 
cessors for the coming 
wave of connected gad¬ 
gets. IBM, Hewlett-Packard 
and Cisco want to sell sys¬ 
tems for collecting and 
analyzing data from those 
gadgets. 

Samsung said it will use the 
Artik components in all the 
home appliances it makes, 
but the company hopes 
other manufacturers will 
use them too. Sohn said 
the components are de¬ 
signed to be compatible 
with other systems. Sam¬ 
sung’s SmartThings division 
also announced a new In¬ 
ternet-based platform that 
other companies can use 
to create programs and 
track data collected from 
smart devices. 

In demonstration videos, 
Samsung showed the ARTIK 
components being used in 
motion sensors designed 
for orthopedic patients to 
wear on their shoes, allow¬ 
ing therapists to monitor 
their walking ability, and in 
devices that farmers can 
use to monitor moisture lev¬ 
els in the soil. □ 


JPMorgan to convert Chase 
cards to chip technology

NEW YORK (AP) - JPMor¬ 
gan Chase will replace 
all of its customers’ debit 
cards with more secure 
chip-based cards nation¬ 
wide, the bank said Tues¬ 
day, and expects to have 
chips on 70 percent of its 
debit cards by the end of 
2015. 

Chase is the latest U.S. 
bank to convert its debit 
cards from those with the 
traditional magnetic stripe 
to chip cards, which look 
like regular bank cards but 


have a metal chip embed¬ 
ded in them. The chip adds 
additional encryption tech¬ 
nology to the card, and 
when used correctly makes 
it more difficult to steal in¬ 
formation and use a stolen 
credit card for fraud. 
Customers who do not al¬ 
ready have a Chase chip 
debit or Liquid card will re¬ 
ceive one in the mail during 
the next 12 months. Chase 
said. It already embeds 
chips into most of its new 
credit card products. The 
bank is also upgrading its 
ATMs to accept chip cards. 


it said. 

The chip technology on 
payment cards has been 
common in other countries, 
particularly in Europe, but is 
expected to become the 
default option in the U.S. 
in coming years. The tran¬ 
sition has come partly as 
a result of a series of high- 
profile data hackings and 
increased the focus on se¬ 
curity among large com¬ 
panies, especially banks. 
Bank of America began 
converting its debit cards 
to chip-based cards in Oc¬ 
tober 2014. □ 
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Verizon barges into online video, buying AOL for $4.4B

NEW YORK (AP) — Verizon is 
buying AOL for about $4.4 
billion, advancing the tele¬ 
com’s push in both mobile 
and advertising fields. 

The acquisition gives Ve¬ 
rizon an entry into increas¬ 
ingly competitive online 
and mobile video. The Nev^ 
York company is the coun¬ 
try's largest wireless carrier 
as well as an Internet and 
TV provider — and wireless 
video and targeted ad¬ 
vertising is seen as the next 
battleground for custom¬ 
ers. 

The move comes as the 
media landscape is in¬ 
creasingly being disrupted 
on several fronts as more 
TV watchers stream shows 
online and through their 
smartphones and tablets. 
AOL offers an advertising 
sales and display network 
that made it an acquisition 
target. 

“AOL’s focus on unifying 
the advertising experience 
across display, video, mo¬ 
bile and TV makes it an 
attractive asset because 
advertisers are looking for 
better ways to reach their 
audience across screens," 
said Lauren Fisher, analyst 
at eMarketer. "Coupled 
with Verizon's existing mo¬ 
bile (and streaming video) 
presence, the companies' 
combined ad offerings 
mean massive cross-screen 
reach with much richer au¬ 


dience data.” 

Increasingly, companies 
like Verizon and Google 
are looking to connect to¬ 
gether the video and other 
content viewers want, the 
digital “pipes" that deliver 
the content and the adver¬ 
tising networks that support 
it. 

Verizon said last month that 
it was preparing to launch 
a video service over the 
summer for mobile devices. 
It also recently began offer¬ 
ing various levels of cable 


service rather than one big 
cable package, which has 
been the norm. 

That has put Verizon at 
odds with major content 
companies like ESPN as it 
sees more customers cut 
the cord in favor of video 
that is streamed online. 
Verizon will gain access to 
AOL’s advanced advertis¬ 
ing technology, including 
its "One by AOL” integrat¬ 
ed platform. AOL reported 
a 7 percent boost in rev¬ 
enue during its first quarter.

vertising sales. 

It also gains control over 
significant AOL content, in¬ 
cluding cultural and politi¬ 
cal website The Huffington 
Post, and also TechCrunch. 
AOL is the nation's fourth- 
largest online property with 
about 200 million monthly 
consumers of its premium 
brands, according to its 
website.

Verizon has 108.6 million 
wireless customers, 5.7 mil¬ 
lion FiOS video subscribers 
and 6.7 million Internet sub¬ 
scribers. It operates in 150 
countries. During its most 
recent quarter, it saw wire¬ 
less subscribers grow by 4.8 
percent, while FiOS Internet 
customers grew 36 per¬ 
cent. FiOS cable custom¬ 
ers grew 58 percent. AOL 
has evolved since its early 
days as an Internet compa¬ 
ny with the familiar phrase 
"You’ve got mail.” It started 
out as Quantum Computer 
Services in 1985 and was 
renamed America Online 
in 1991. By 1996, it reached 
5 million members. As AOL 
grew larger, it began to 
make acquisitions. It pur¬ 
chased CompuServe and 
ICQ in 1998 and Movietone 
and Netscape the next 
year. In 2000, it acquired 
MapQuest.Q 



U.S. stocks edge lower amid 
bond market volatility

A spike in long-term inter¬ 
est rates rattled investors 
Tuesday, nudging major 
U.S. stock indexes lower 
for the second day in a 
row. 


The market nearly clawed 
back all the way from an 
early slump that dragged 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average down as much 
as 180 points in the first 
half-hour of trading. The 
price of oil closed above 


$60 a barrel for just the 
third time this year, giving 
a boost to energy stocks. 
Traders around the world 
have been selling off gov¬ 
ernment bonds in recent 
weeks. That trend acceler¬ 
ated on Tuesday, bringing 
down bond prices and, in 
turn, driving up the bench¬ 
mark U.S. bond yield to 
the highest level since late 
November. Weakness in 
bond prices pushes up the 
cost of borrowing, includ¬ 
ing mortgages and other 
loans, which can act as 
drag on the economy. 

“A dramatic increase in 
yields brought our mar¬ 
ket down in the morning, 
and as the pressure on the 


bonds eased up the stock 
market came back,” said 
David Chalupnik, head of 
equities at Nuveen Asset 
Management. 

The Dow fell 36.94 points, or 
0.2 percent, to 18,068.23. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 6.21 points, or 
0.3 percent, to 2,099.12. 
The Nasdaq composite 
slid 17.38 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 4,976.19. The 
three indexes are up for 
the month and year. 

The indexes headed lower 
as soon as regular trad¬ 
ing opened on Tuesday, 
following declines in Euro¬ 
pean markets as the bond 
market sell-off sent yields 
higher. 


The yield on the 10-year 
German government 
bond rose to 0.67 percent 
from 0.61 percent the day 
before. It traded as low as 
0.08 percent last month. 

In the U.S., the yield on 
the 10-year Treasury note 
surged as high as 2.36 per¬ 
cent. The selling eased by 
late afternoon and the 
yield fell to 2.25 percent, 
down from 2.28 percent 
late Monday. The yield 
was below 2 percent as 
recently as April 28. 

“Bonds had been at such 
lofty prices that a sell-off 
was somewhat expect¬ 
ed,” said Chris Gaffney, 
president of EverBank 
World Markets.Q

To better understand the roots of 
racial division in America, think 
about this: 

The human brain seems to be 
wired so that it categorizes 
people by race in the first one- 
fifth of a second after seeing a 
face. Brain scans show that even 
when people are told to sort 
people by gender, the brain still 
groups people by race. 

Racial bias also begins aston¬ 
ishingly early: Even infants of¬ 
ten show a preference for their 
own racial group. In one study, 
3-month-old white infants were 
shown photos of faces of white 
adults and black adults; they 
preferred the faces of whites. For 
3-month-old black infants living 
in Africa, it was the reverse. 

This preference reflected what 
the child was accustomed to. 
Black infants living in overwhelm¬ 
ingly white Israel didn’t show 
a strong preference one way 
or the other, according to the 
study, published in Psychologi¬ 
cal Science. 

Where does this ingrained pro¬ 
pensity to racial bias come 
from? 

Scholars suggest that in evo¬ 
lutionary times we became 
hard-wired to make instanta¬ 
neous judgments about whether 
someone is in our “in group” or 
not - because that could be life¬ 
saving. A child who didn’t prefer 
his or her own group might have 
been at risk of being clubbed to 
death. 

“It’s a feature of evolution,” says 
Mahzarin Banaji, a Harvard psy¬ 
chology professor who co-de- 
veloped tests of unconscious bi¬ 
ases. These suggest that people 
turn out to have subterranean 
racial and gender biases that 
they are unaware of and even 
disapprove of. 

I’ve written about unconscious 
bias before, and I encourage 
you to test yourself at implicit. 
harvard.edu. It’s sobering to 
discover that whatever you be¬ 
lieve intellectually, you’re biased 
about race, gender, age or dis¬ 
ability. 

What’s particularly dispiriting 
is that this unconscious bias 
among whites toward blacks 
seems just as great among pre¬ 
schoolers as among senior citi¬ 
zens. 

Banaji’s research projects show 
that unconscious racial bias 
turns up in children as soon as 
they have the verbal skills to be 
tested for it, at about age 4. The 
degree of unconscious bias then 


seems pretty constant: In tests, 
this unconscious bias turns out to 
be roughly the same for a 4- or 
6-year-old as for a senior citizen 
who grew up in more racially op¬ 
pressive times. 

In one set of experiments, chil¬ 
dren as young as about 4 were 
shown ambiguous photos of 
people who could be white or 
Asian. In some, the people in the 
photos were smiling; in others, 
they were frowning. 

White American children dis¬ 
proportionately judged that the 
people who were smiling were 
white and that those who were 
frowning were Asian. When the 
experiment was conducted in 
Taiwan with exactly the same 
photos, Taiwanese children 
thought that the faces when 
smiling were Asian, when frown¬ 
ing were white. 

The American children were also 
shown faces that were ambigu¬ 
ous as to whether the person 
was white or black. In those 
cases, white children dispropor¬ 
tionately thought that the smil¬ 
ing people were white and the 
frowning ones were black. 

Many of these experiments on 
in-group bias have been con¬ 
ducted around the world, and 
almost every ethnic group shows 
a bias favoring its own. One ex¬ 
ception: African-Americans. 
Researchers find that in contrast 
to other groups, African-Amer¬ 
icans do not have an uncon¬ 
scious bias toward their own. 
From young children to adults, 
they are essentially neutral and 
favor neither whites nor blacks. 
Banaji and other scholars sug¬ 
gest that this is because even 
young African-American chil¬ 
dren somehow absorb the social 
construct that white skin is pres¬ 
tigious and that black skin isn’t. 
In one respect, that is unspeak¬ 
ably sad; in another, it’s a model 
of unconscious race neutrality. 
Yet even if we humans have 
evolved to have a penchant for 
racial preferences from a very 
young age, this is not destiny. 
We can resist the legacy that 
evolution has bequeathed us. 
“We wouldn’t have survived if 
our ancestors hadn’t developed 
bodies that store sugar and fat,” 
Banaji says. “What made them 
survive is what kills us.” Yet we 
fight the battle of the bulge and 
sometimes win - and, likewise, 
we can resist a predisposition for 
bias against other groups. 

One strategy that works is seeing 
images of heroic African-Amer¬ 
icans; afterward, whites and 
Asians show less bias, a study 
found. Likewise, hearing a story 
in which a black person rescues 
someone from a white assailant 
reduces anti-black bias in subse¬ 
quent testing. It’s not clear how 
long this effect lasts. 

Deep friendships, especially ro¬ 
mantic relationships with some¬ 
one of another race, also seem 
to mute bias - and that, too, has 
implications for bringing young 
people together to forge pow¬ 
erful friendships. 

“If you actually have friendships 
across race lines, you probably 
have fewer biases,” Banaji says. 
“These are learned, so they can 
be unlearned.”□ 


Triumph

“Words,” wrote John Maynard 
Keynes, “ought to be a little 
wild, for they are the assault of 
thoughts on the unthinking.” I’ve 
always loved that quote, and 
have tried to apply it to my own 
writing. But I have to admit that 
in the long slump that followed 
the 2008 financial crisis - a slump 
that we had both the tools and 
the knowledge to end quickly, 
but didn’t - the unthinking were 
quite successful in fending off 
unwelcome thoughts. 

And nowhere was the triumph 
of inanity more complete than 
in Keynes’ homeland, which is 
going to the polls as I write this. 
Britain’s election should be a ref¬ 
erendum on a failed economic 
doctrine, but it isn’t, because no¬ 
body with influence is challeng¬ 
ing transparently false claims 
and bad ideas. 

Before I bash the Brits, however, 
let me admit that we’ve done 
pretty badly ourselves. 

It began very early. President 
Barack Obama inherited an 
economy in free fall; what we 
needed, above all, was more 
spending to support demand. 
Yet much of Obama’s inaugural 
address was given over to boil¬ 
erplate about the need to make 
hard choices, which was the last 
thing we needed right then. 

It’s true that in practice Obama 
pushed through a stimulus that, 
while too small and short-lived, 
helped diminish the depth and 


duration of the slump. But when 
Republicans began talking 
nonsense, declaring that the 
government should match the 
belt-tightening of ordinary fami¬ 
lies - a recipe for full-on depres¬ 
sion - Obama didn’t challenge 
their position. Instead, within a 
few months the very same non¬ 
sense became a standard line 
in his speeches, even though his 
economists knew better, and so 
did he. 

So I guess we shouldn’t be too 
harsh on Ed Miliband, the lead¬ 
er of Britain’s Labour Party, for 
failing to challenge the eco¬ 
nomic nonsense peddled by 
the Conservatives. Like Obama 
and company. Labour’s lead¬ 
ers probably know better, but 
have decided that it’s too hard 
to overcome the easy appeal 
of bad economics, especially 
when most of the British news 
media report this bad econom¬ 
ics as truth. But it has still been 
deeply disheartening to watch. 
What nonsense am I talking 
about? Simon Wren-Lewis of the 
University of Oxford, who has 
been a tireless but lonely cru¬ 
sader for economic sense, calls it 
“mediamacro.” It’s a story about 
Britain that runs like this: First, the 
Labour government that ruled 
Britain until 2010 was wildly irre¬ 
sponsible, spending far beyond 
its means. Second, this fiscal 
profligacy caused the econom¬ 
ic crisis of 2008-09. Third, this in 
turn left the coalition that took 
power in 2010 with no choice ex¬ 
cept to impose austerity policies 
despite the depressed state of 
the economy. Finally, Britain’s re¬ 
turn to economic growth in 2013 
vindicated austerity and proved 
its critics wrong. Now, every 
piece of this story is demonstra¬ 
bly, ludicrously wrong. Pre-crisis 
Britain wasn’t fiscally profligate. 
Debt and deficits were low, and 
at the time everyone expected 
them to stay that way; big defi¬ 
cits only arose as a result of the 
crisis. The crisis, which was a 
global phenomenon, was driven 


by runaway banks and private 
debt, not government deficits. 
There was no urgency about 
austerity: financial markets never 
showed any concern about Brit¬ 
ish solvency. And Britain, which 
returned to growth only after a 
pause in the austerity drive, has 
made up none of the ground it 
lost during the coalition’s first two 
years. 

Yet this nonsense narrative 
completely dominates news re¬ 
porting, where it is treated as a 
fact rather than a hypothesis. 
And Labour hasn’t tried to push 
back, probably because they 
considered this a political fight 
they couldn’t win. But why? 
Wren-Lewis suggests that it has 
a lot to do with the power of 
misleading analogies between 
governments and households, 
and also with the malign influ¬ 
ence of economists working 
for the financial industry, who 
in Britain as in the United States 
constantly peddle scare stories 
about deficits and pay no price 
for being consistently wrong. If 
U.S. experience is any guide, my 
guess is that Britain also suffers 
from the desire of public figures 
to sound serious, a pose which 
they associate with stern talk 
about the need to make hard 
choices (at other people’s ex¬ 
pense, of course.) 

Still, it’s quite amazing. The fact 
is that Britain and America didn’t 
need to make hard choices in 
the aftermath of crisis. What they 
needed, instead, was hard think¬ 
ing - a willingness to understand 
that this was a special environ¬ 
ment, that the usual rules don’t 
apply in a persistently depressed 
economy, one in which govern¬ 
ment borrowing doesn’t com¬ 
pete with private investment 
and costs next to nothing. 

But hard thinking has been virtu¬ 
ally excluded from British public 
discourse. As a result, we just 
have to hope that whoever 
ends up running Britain’s econo¬ 
my isn’t as foolish as he pretends 
to be.Q

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Missouri site helping effort to repopulate U.S. wolves

EUREKA, Missouri (AP) — A 

secluded Missouri conser¬ 
vation center heralded far 
helping repopulate the wild 
with endangered wolves is 


tending to its latest puppy 
season — a ritual that this 
time has a bittersweet vibe 
in the absence of the site's 
furry matriarch. 

With 41 Mexican gray waif 
pups ta her credit until she 


died an April 21, a day 
before her 14th birthday, 
Anna came ta symbalize 
the Endangered Wolf Cen¬ 
ter’s quest to save North 
America's rarest subspe¬ 
cies of gray wolf. 

The center’s staffers are 
mourning the loss of the 
prolific Anna, whose off¬ 
spring came in just four lit¬ 
ters over a five-year stretch 
tc 2008, dwarfing the typi¬ 
cal broad at four to seven. 
Yet, the St. Louis-area cen¬ 
ter presses on, champion¬ 
ing an animal that at times 
is broadly vilified. 

The Mexican wolf popula¬ 
tion in the Southwest once 
numbered in the thousands 
before being nearly wiped 
out by the 1970s, largely 
the result at mare than a 
century of being hunted, 
trapped and paisaned by 
ranchers and athers. Cam- 
manly knawn as “El Labas,” 
the Mexican gray was des¬ 
ignated an endangered 
species in 1976 and was 
considered extinct in the 
wild until they were reintro¬ 
duced in 1998. 

The 110 said to be in the 
wild as at early 2014 — by 
'Virginia Busch's account. 


all of them with genetic ties 
to the center for which she 
is executive director — is up 
from 83 the previous year, 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service said. 

“To take something so close 
to extinction, breed several 
generations in captivity 
and establish a wild popu¬ 
lation, that’s huge," said 
Maggie Dwire, the assistant 
Mexican gray wolf recov¬ 
ery coordinator for the fed¬ 
eral agency. “We’ve been 
incredibly successful, but 
we still have a really long 
way to go.” 

The Eureka center’s direc¬ 
tor of animal care and 
conservation, Regina Mos- 
sotti, said roughly 175 Mexi¬ 
can grays have been born 
at the center since 1980 
— amounting to roughly 40 
percent of Mexican grays 
birthed in captivity. 

Anna did her part, enaugh 
ta garner a feature in Na¬ 
tional Geographic for her 
birth rate that Busch called 
“genetically mind-bog¬ 
gling." 

“That’s why celebrating 
(Anna’s) life and legacy is 
sc impcrtant," Busch add¬ 
ed. “This is an issue that sc 


many people don’t have 
on their radar." 

The ncnprofit, which was 
founded in 1971 by zoolo¬ 
gist Marlin Perkins, a late 
St. Louis native best known 
as the host of TV’s “Mu¬ 
tual of Omaha Wild King¬ 
dom,” also has three dozen 
wolves, foxes and African 
painted dogs roaming en¬ 
closures on dozens of acres 
leased tram Washingtcn 
University. 

“They used to reach all the 
way to Missouri," Busch said 
of the red wolves. 

For Busch and others at the 
center, which touts itself as 
the nation’s biggest holder 
of Mexican gray wolves, 
helping such animals battle 
back has been as much 
abcut educaticn as it has 
been about breeding. 

Over so many years of un¬ 
favorable depicticns in 
everything tram fairy tales 
to Hollywood horror films, 
Busch said, “there’s been 
a pretty bad stain on the 
wolves — Little Red Riding 
Hood, wolves at the door, 
thrown to the wolves,” all 
of it instilling fear about the 
loping animal that actually 
shuns humans. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Michael 
Fassbender is cool and 
composed, calmly an¬ 
swering questions from o 
reporter, with one excep¬ 
tion: when it's suggested 
he’s not quite os severely 
serious os some of the films 
he’s mode. 

“I would (expletive) hope 
not!” he exclaims, his head 
rolling bock as he lets out 
o roar. “I hope definitely 
not. I like to keep myself 
fairly balanced. I suppose I 
have a short fuse with an¬ 
noying things, like thread¬ 
ing a needle. That’s about 
as bad as I get. I try to put 
everything into my work 
and then enjoy my down¬ 
time with as little drama as 
possible.” 

Putting aside for a moment 
the question of whether 
Fassbender spends much 
time doing needlepoint, his 
response crystallizes some¬ 
thing striking about the 


38-year-old actor: Despite 
the deep, often dark plac¬ 
es he goes for a character, 
he bounces back with the 
lightness of an Irish feath¬ 
erweight. When he’s not 
playing a menacing slave 
owner or a hunger-striking 
Bobby Sands, Fassbender 
is easygoing and playful — 
certainly not brooding. 
“Most people in the world 
do really hard jobs and 
they do them every day of 
the week. I live a pretty sort 
of privileged life,” he says. 
“There’s no place for me 
to go, ‘Yeah, it was pretty 
difficult and it was psycho¬ 
logically wearing and blah 
blah blah.’ Nobody should 
hear that or wants to hear 
that.” 

Lately, Fassbender's job 
has been expanding. Fie 
not only stars in the West¬ 
ern “Slow West,” but it’s 
also the first feature from 
his production compa¬ 
ny, DMC Films. In the film, 
which opens Friday, Fass¬ 


bender plays a hardened 
bounty hunter, chewing 
on the same cigarillos Clint 
Eastwood munched on, 
who takes in a young ro¬ 
mantic traveler (Kodi Smit- 
McPhee) from Scotland 
pursuing his love (Caren 
Pistorius). 

For Fassbender, a fan of 
both Westerns and East- 
wood, “Slow West” is his 
chance to put his own 
stamp on the genre. The 
New Zealand-shot film is 
the first feature by John 
Maclean, a member of 
the ‘90s experimental 
Scottish outfit the Beta 
Band, and it has some of 
his former band’s unpre¬ 
dictable genre mixing. It’s 
both a classical Western, 
in which people die grue- 
somely, and a fairy tale 
seen through the eyes of 
a naive young immigrant. 
Fassbender effectively bet 
on Maclean, making two 
short films with him before 
“Slow West.”

Bryshere “Yazz” Gray. 

The top nominee is Taylor 
Swift with 14. 

The show will air an ABC 
starting at 8 p.m. Eastern.Q 


“It’s nothing to do with any 
great, grand scheme of 
furthering his profile,” says 
Maclean of his star. “Fle’s 
much more interested in 
being intuited to the peo¬ 
ple he wants to work with 
and the scripts he wants to 
read.” 

“Slow West” heralds a shift 
for Fassbender, who’s also 
producing an adaptafion 
of the video game “Assas¬ 
sin’s Creed,” as he looks 
to broaden himself in fhe 
indusfry he's risen fo fhe 
fop of. “I don't want to 
become comfortable and 
complacent because then 
there’s just no point in do¬ 
ing it anymore,” he says. 
“Just trying to involve my¬ 
self in more areas, I sup¬ 
pose. Maybe one day to 
get behind the camera at 
one point would be some¬ 
thing I’d like to do. But 
whether it will ever happen 
is another matter. Who 
knows in a few years’ fime 
where my priorities will lie?” 
It’s an open-ended ques¬ 
tion for one of fhe most 
in-demand actors in mov¬ 
ies, whose upcoming films 
include a “Macbeth” ad¬ 
aptation and a Terrence 


Malick film. Fle’s been fhe 
go-to sfar for “12 Years a 
Slave” direcfor Sfeve Mc¬ 
Queen, whose “Flunger” 
(for which Fassbender 
shed 40 lbs. fo play fhe 
I.R.A. acfivisf Sands) was 
followed by the sex addic¬ 
tion drama “Shame.” "12 
Years a Slave” earned him 
his first Oscar nomination, 
but likely not his last. 

“Slow West” is in line with 
the adventurous indies (“A 
Dangerous Method,” "Fish 
Tank”) that Fassbender 
has sometimes favored; 
last year, he spent nearly 
the entirety of fhe eccen¬ 
tric “Frank” with a papier- 
mache head over his own. 
Flis success in bigger films, 
like “Prometheus” and the 
“X-Men” franchise, has 
opened many doors. 

The leaked Sony emails, 
however, revealed that 
not everyone has always 
been on board. In hunting 
for a sfar for a highly anfici- 
pated Steve Jobs biopic, 
screenwriter Aaron Sorkin 
questioned the casting of 
Fassbender: “I don’t know 
who Michael Fassbender 
is and the rest of the world 
isn’t going care.”Q
